Racial Issue 
Out of Election 
2 Parties Say

NEW YORK — The national 
chairmen of the Democratic and 
Republican National Committees 
this week pledged their parties to 
keep the election campaign free 
of racial and religious contro- 
versy and denouncéd the injection 
of such issues. Both party lead- 
ers expressed their adherrence 
of disqualifications and hatreds 
based upon differences in race or 
religion. 


Declaring that the 1944 national 
election will ‘some day be looked 
upon as one of the greatest his- 
torical measures of the hardi- 
hood and integrity of our demo- 
cratic way of life,” Democratic 
Chairman Robert E. Hannegan 
said: “The election itself, and the 
campaign that precedes it, must 
be a consistently democratic per- 
formance. It must be kept free of 
the very taint that we are en- 
gaging in war to remove from 
the world. This means that racial 
and religious differences, and the 
hatreds which our fascist enemies 
have erected upon them, can be 
given no expression among us. 
To this resolve, we of the Demo- 
cratic Party pledge ourselves in 
letter and in spirit.” 


Republican National Chairman 
Herbert Brownell, Jr. declared 
that: “Our political system can 
justify itself only if we are ever 
alert against any doctrine or prac- 
tice which seeks to exploit differ- 
ences of race or religion. Consis- 
tent with this fundamental 
thought are the forthright state- 
ments of Governor Dewey in de- 
nunciation of political adven- 
turers who, in the hope of per- 
sonal aggrandizement, have tried 
to stir up religious and racial 
bigotry in its various forms. The 
party platform takes a vigorous 
pledging itself to uncompromis- 
ing battle against intolerance and 
discrimination. Its candidates are 
committed by faith and deep con- 
viction to comity and _ under- 
standing among the _ various 
faiths and to the equality and dig- 
nity before man and government 
of all people of whatever creed 
or origin.” 

Both statements were secured 
by the National Conference of 


Christian and Jews.

“The Case of Sidney Hillman and the Bigots.”’ 


HETHER you are for or “agin” the activities of the CIO 

Political Actions Committee, whether or not you approve 

of Hillman himself, and regardless of your party affiliations, this 

is as good a time as any to take stock of the smear campaign 

which has gone on for the past few months against Hillman the 
Alien. 

It is a surprising fact that in 1944 as the U. S. battles against 
Fascism the world over, (or almost the world over,) here at home it 
is considered quite “comme il faut” to attack a politician or an 
author or an actor because he is foreign born. Not because he 
Jacks American citizenship but because like some 85 percent of 
ali American, his parents, and in this case he himself) came from 
the Old World. And the people who raise the cry of “foreigner” 
are the people who will shout themselves blue in the face defending 
the melting pot theory of Americanism. This particular slander, 
levelled against Hillman by his opponents, is within the framework 
ot the general psychology which makes people irate because a man 
born in Lithuania is now active in political life, and includes an 
often-under-rated appeal to the powerful, latent anti-Semitism in 
this country. 

They have also shirked ‘‘Rabbinical student” at Hillman. And 
by doing so, the picture is drawn of a foreign person, a man of 
mysterious origin, a Jew, possibly a Communist. It is a familiar and 
an imane line of reasoning. It is based on a desire to create what 
social psychologists call ‘“we-groups” and “they-groups.” And it is 
identical with the pattern of Hitlerian propaganda. Hitler chose his 
weapon carefully. Here it has been, I think, chosen more accident- 
ally and primarily because it is the cheapest and the most rapid 
of all mthods of antagonising the majority in the name of the 
minority. 

Of course, the attack against Hillman has been fully discussed 
ix. the liberal press in New York and in Chicago. That it is unsavory 
and dangerous has been said often, but there is inherent to this 
line of fighting a political figure an interesting example of what 
the “we-groups” and the “they-groups” in this country are. 

First of all, let’s take a ‘regional’ or geographic look. In the 
South, to begin with, there are two strong ‘“we-groups.” These are 
the families of Anglo-Saxon and Gaullic stock. By religion, many 
of them are Catholic. Almost all the other inhabitants of the South 
of the United States, be they Negro, Jewish or from assorted 
European countries, are almost always on the defensive and con- 
stantly suspicious of certain forces directed against them to keep 
them in what is called ‘‘their place.” 

In the West and Mid West, the people who are not called “for- 
eigners,” even though they may have resided within the contin- 
ental borders of the Republic for fewer years than the people they 
seek to suppress, are, by and large, Nordic. They hail from Ger- 
many, Sweden, Norway. Some of them are English and some of 
them are Polish, to be sure, but these are in the minority. 

In the East—where population shifts and changes are rapid, it 
is less easy to define who hates whom. In Boston, for instance, 
the Irish were once in high disfavor. In New York City too, there 
were days, not so long past, when the Irish were discriminated 
against and oppressed. Today, their star ascends. They become the 
ones to talk of the ‘‘foreigner’” and they do it often unconsciously. 
‘The Dutch and the British here are well-established. The Poles 
and the Italians still face a fight before they can begin to play the 
game of gagging someone else’s mouth. 

And so, more or less, we go round the mulberry bush and it 
is a question of time before one racial group sits on top of an- 
other. 

The Jews, of course, have been sat on for a long time, and if 
they come from Eastern Europe, they are probably used to it. 

Now, Eastern Europe is exactly where Hillman’s people come 
from. Lithuania is now a part of Russia, as it was when he was 
born. Therefore it is all complete for the hatemongers. Hillman is 
a Jew, a Red and an alien. And his right to “try to run this coun- 
try” is immediately curtailed. 

I heard a respectable, ‘liberal’ Jew say, the other day, that he 
wished Hillman would not make quite so “much noise.” “After all,” 
he said “Working for and with the CIO gives Jews a bad name.” 
This particular Jew obviously thought anyone who worked with 
the CIO an undesirable, and at once identified his fear of being 
associated with Hillman in terms of political life with the fact 
that they were both Jewish. Hence Hillman, of whose _ political 
activities he strongly disapproved, should shut up. There is no 
Jogic for these through processes and they are highly provocative. 

If there is any truth to the legend of Americanism, this cam- 
pagin has put it in a strange light. If there is any validity to the 
myth that is built up of people who came to her shores for free- 
dom’s sake, and that here, at once, they assumed equal status, the 
fight against Hillman has been couched in unfortunate terms. 
It is clear that whether Hillman is a Jew or not, where he was 
born, what sort of schol he went to has little to do with the cen- 
tral theme of his current political aims and ideologies. But it seems 
to be clear only to a few. 

The smear campaign must be ended. If you cannot support 
Hillman because you cannot honestly support PAC, then you 
must see to it that your local party organization does not use 
posters, invent slogans, coin phrases or release handouts which in 
any way may appear to be anti-alien or anti-Jewish. And this is well 
within your power. It is an intensely urgent matter and one which 
is as dangerous to you as to Hillman himself. See to it that you 
in no way help further the one way of thinking that may leave you 
homeless and outcast. And if you think the latter phrase extrava- 
gent, remember (or find out, if you don’t know,) how the Hitler 
line first began and what its slogans were. Then, even if you would 
like to see Hillman beaten and thoroughly wallopped, you will un- 
derstand why the present Dewey campaign leaders and publicity 


ynen are doing this country and their candidate a great wrong.

HALF OF FRENCH JEWS SAVED IS BELIEF; 
NEW REPRESENTATIVE COUNCIL FORMED

LYON. — Leaders of French 


Jewry today told this correspond- 
ent that they believed that pos- 
sibly 120,000 to 150,000 Jews sur- 
vived the German extermination 
drive in France. They placed at 
300,000 the number of Jews, in- 
cluding foreigners, who resided 
in the country prior to the out- 
break of the. war. 

Additional thousands, they said, 
escaped the Nazis by crossing 
the Swiss and Spanish frontiers. 
About 12,000 Jewish children 
were saved by being smuggled 
into Switzerland where they were 
maintained by funds supplied by 
American Jewish relief groups. 

These officials estimated that 
120,000 Jews were deported from 
France to Poland. They hold out 
little hope that these deportees 
have survived. The larger part 
of the deportees, they said, were 
foreign refugees, who, because of 
language and other difficulties, 
were not able to disguise them- 
selves and conceal their identity. 

Most of the synagagues in 
France have been destroyed, the 
leaders of the Jewish monistory 


said, but services are being re- 
sumed in liberated territories as 
soon as possible.

lower prices lowered the price of 
the factory product, and in 1787 
the tax was abolished for a cash 
payment.

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A Clue Out of the Wastebasket 

Rummaging through the waste- 
baskets of history and coming up 
with lucrative essays on a thon- 
sand topics, Mr. Belloc, his 
labors done, proudly offered the 
world the statement that, though 
he had talked his head off, he 
had said nothing, and that he 
was the apotheosis of an English 
gentleman—a _ pearl in hiding. 
He closed his literary career with 
a salaam to his fellow statues— 

' “Nobody knows me.” 


Had Mr. Belloc stayed away 
from the Jews, his boasting 
might have stood unchallenged. 

| But in his book, “The Jews,” Mr. 
' Belloc writes his autobiography. 
! In this volume our awthtor 
| speaks out of prejudices deeper 
than animated his tirades against 
| Protestants ,workingmen or fel- 
' Jow authors. And if you want to 
hear a man’s true name, catch 
him muttering in a fever or how}- 
ing out of prejudice. 

I shall now sift the evidence 
Mr. Belloc has left against him- 
self, And if, in doing so, I use 
the name Belloc too often, it is 
because it is a symbol to me— 
just as the name Jew was to him. 

The Mystery of the Missing 

Belloc 

The basis of Mr. Belloc’s anti- 
Semitism was that he regarded 
the Jew as an alien. Mr. Belloe 
was at home everywhere — in 
Europe, in history, in Heaven. 
But he was not at home before 
the Jew. The Jew, he writes, is 
therefore an alien not only to 
him but to all the world. 

It is obvious from this thump- 
ing oddity he aschibes to the 
Jew that Mr. Belloc is bothered 
by something unusually alien; 
by an alienism, in fact, that 
transcends geography, politics or 
culture. Our author shivers and 
starts before the Jew a if he had 
sighted a Lochness monster in 
his favorite tobacconist’s shop. It 
is a Jew, it is a monster and it is 
alien. But why and how it is 
these things Mr. Belloc does not 
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say. He has seen it and it is. As 
is the habit of people who behold 
monsters, Mr. Belloc does not 
pause to define, but rushes to at- 
tack. He attacks Jews, firmly 
and courageously, and you would 
almost think he was an English 
Knight battling against horren- 
dous odds, and not Horrendous 
Odds battling against the ancient 
Jew still on his mule out of 
Jerusalem. 

Mr. Belloc names this mon- 
ster he has sighted “Jewishness.” 
He sets up his battle ery, that to 
an Englihman the Jew is adver- 
sary. But how can all this be? 
Knowing nothing of Jewish his- 
tory (as his book reveals) and 
having never consorted with 
Jews (as he says), what in the 
name of St. George is he attack- 
ing? Can you attack something 
you have never seen or even 
heard of? Mr. Belloc does just 
that. He attacks something he 
doesn’t know, something he 
hasn’t experienced, and some- 
thing he has never suffered from. 
It is, accordingly, obvious that 
our Englishman is actually at- 
tacking nothing. He is defending 
something. He is defending the 
purity of his Englishness just as 
the Germans were later to de- 
fend the purity of their German- 
ism—by l!‘quidating Jews. 

But is it purity that needs such 
defense? 

And is it “Englishness” that 
needs to be protected from all 
comers like the gold that the 
miser buries in his back yard? 

The Mystery of the Missing 

Villian 

The Jews, says Belloc, threaten 
him: How? In what Club? Does 
he mean the handful of Jewish 
actors and liquor salesmen who 
have been knighted? (And he 
not.) Or the dead Disraeli? Or 
a few rival penny-a-liners? Or 
the Jews of Galicia lighting their 
faraway candles on the Sabbath 
Eve? Obviously none of these. 
And since he knows nothing of 
Jewish culture, certainly there is 
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no threat there to him. (To say, 
as he does, that a Europe whose 
culture and religion are actually 
based on the Hebrew Bible must 
be “the permanent antagonist of 
Israel” due to “a wholly different 
culture and religion” is proof 
that our Mr. Belloc was either a 
dunce or a liar—or maybe just 
a penny-a-liner.) 

But there is no denying that 
Mr. Belloc felt a threat—a bad 
one. People sometimes invent 
threats just to show how brave 
they are in overcoming them. 
There was a touch of this sort of 
hypochondria in Mr. Belloc, par- 
ticularly sinee any threat he 
could trump up was good for 
royalties, or space rates in the 
Catholic magazines. But the Bel- 
loc I know (by his book on the 
Jews) felt actually threatened, 
even after he had collected his 
royalties. 

As for the whereabouts of this 
threat, i was evidently inside 
him, simee there were no Jews 
waving any maces at his head. 
But there was obviously a “Jew” 
inside Mr. Belloc. And a very 
nasty fellow he must have been, 
to judge from our author’s deep 
dislike of him. Please under- 
stand, I am not calling Mr. Bel- 
loc a Jew. That would be unfair 
to both sides. I am merely sifting 
the matter. The “Jew” inside Mr. 
Belloc was actually only Mr. Bel- 
loc; but a part he disliked in- 


*tensely. He had another name 


for it too. He called it his Holy of 
Holies. Which really means that 
in addition to disliking the 
secretive Mr. Belloc, he also 
adored him. Yea, venerated him. 
This only goes to show how com- 
plicated an anti-Semite can be, 
if you start sifting him. He 
comes apart into dust, most of 
which gets into your eye. 

But I shall persevere. What 
could this ugly secret in Mr. Bel- 
loc have been, that he called 
Jew and attacked outwardly, and 
also Holy of Holies and defended 
inwardly? Mr. ‘Belloc himself 
confused the whole matter by 
dying. But to his death, Mr. Bel- 
loc continued to seethe with cer- 
tain psychic disorders and unholy 
animations at which I can only 
continue to hurl questions. It is 
the only way you can hold an 
autopsy over a symbol. Maybe 
Mr. Belloc’s fear of Jews had 
another twist to it. Does the 
Angilo-Saxson suffering from 
wretched dreams and anti-social 
impulses imagine that Jews are 
going to see through him? 

Possibly, for in the English 
mind Jews are a_ polysyllabic 
people, brilliant, nosy, and as 
restless as grasshopper. As if in 
further proof of their undesir- 
ability in and around a fine old 
British Club, the Jews at that 
moment invented psychoanalysis. 
I doubt, however, if Mr. Belloc 
had heard of psychoanalysis when 
he began attacking the Jews. If 
he had he would have been more 
frightened. 


Outside of psychoanalysis and 
a historical reputation for wit 
and imagination (which is. most 
irritating to people who disdain 
such qualities) what was it in the 
Jew that made him so dangerous 
an alien to Mr. Belloc? Was it 
the morality of the Jew? He does 
not practise it with special fer- 
vor, but he is known as its in- 
ventor. Or was it the Jew’s ab- 
horrence of decadence? Lots of 
people abhor decadence—bishops, 
curates, school marms , news- 
paper editors—but you cannot 
go around attacking them with- 
out seeming a little potty or, 
worse, revealing dangerously what 
you are defending. You can, how- 
ever attack Jews and not seem 
to be a man frightened by hidden 
abnormalities—except to a Jew 
like me. 

What was the deep agitation 
and disquiet in Mr. Belloc that 
made it necessary for him to 
turn castigator of others? This I 
do not actually know—and will 
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OLLYWOOD — Soldiers in 
Civies: Jascha Heifitz and 
Pianist Milton Kaye returned 
from a two-months overseas tour 
through North Africa and the 
southern part ‘of Italy up to and 
including the front lines north of 
Rome.

And 
forthwith she gave an unsched- 
uled concert to an audience of two 
lonely GI’s.

withhold my guess. What I do 
know is that there is a ruse by 
which our accusing conscience 
becomes a,mop for the uncleanli- 
ness of our neighbor. ‘Instead of 
losing face by giving ourselves 
up to the fumigator, we try to 
find an uncleanly neighbor, or 
invent one. The Jews are always 
handy for this role. They cannot 
sue for-libel and their innocence 
has long been ruled out of court 
as immaterial. 

When you hear the anti-Semite 
cry, “Out with aliens!” his cry is 
usually a paraphrase of a deeper 
lament—“out, out, damned spot!” 
I know many such Bellocian 
anti-Semites in life and litera- 
ture. They make of the Jews a 
symbol of the thing in them- 
selves that is damned. Then they 
proceed to call this symbol ail 
the names they can think of— 
beginning with Jew. A Bellocian 
title for the Jews in fact would 
be, “Symbols of Anything and 
Everything I Don’t Like.” 

A few more questions conclude 
the autopsy. What is it about our- 
selves we do not like? Our true 
worth? Our monest_merits? Our 
decent love for man, woman and 
country? Not, as the psychiatrists 
say, by a potful. There are secret 
and undesirable monsters that 
disport in the darkness of all of 
us. In some of us they disport 
too much and their lair is not 
so dark. It is the hiders of mon- 
sters that have become too boid 
that are forever driving out 
Jews. The Jews fly—but the mon- 
sters remain. They remain and 
we stay an Englishman still.

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A Letter to You 


From A Rabbi's Wife 





Dear Joyce: 

Our best wishes to your fam- 
ilies, and to Gerald and you upon 
word of your engagement. You 
write that you wish to visit your 
former Sunday School teacher 
and friend of the family to talk 
over plans for the wedding. We 
shall be glad indeed to have you 
come, and I am setting aside next 
Wednesday afternoon. The rabbi 
and I will-then expect you to re- 
main for supper. 

"As an old friend and well 
wisher, I trust there will be 
opportunity to talk about more 
than “plans for the wedding.” 
A trip of more than 200 miles, 
under present circumstances, 
can hardly be justified if that 
is all we shall talk about. 

Both the rabbi and I in our 
present program, prefer to coun- 
sel you, if we may, upon mar- 
riage and the home. We have 
found that too often the “plans 
for the wedding” means to talk 
about ushers and maid of honor, 
flowers and _ processional, and 
dress and menu, about the eti- 
quette and niceties. All these are 
only details, incidentals to the 
larger concerns of marriage and 
living together. 

About plans for the wedding, 
let me say very simply, there 
are no fixed and definite rules. 
Even the order of procession is 
a flexible matter, determined 
by good taste and family pref- 
erence. There is no need to be- 
come nervous about how many 
ushers to have, or bridesmaids. 
Whether the bride comes down 
the aisle alone, or with her 
father, can be decided in a mo- 
ment. True courtesy, often for- 
gotten today, is that parents 
of both the bride and groom 
shall be included in the wed- 
ding party and stand up under 
the canopy. 

One very definite and specific 
suggestion I make about your 
wedding. Photographs of the 
bridal couple should never, un- 
der any circumstances, .be taken 
just before the marriage service. 
The objections are considerable 


Certainly don’t have your 
wedding photographs taken 
just after the service. Arrange 
to have your photographs taken 
a day or two before the mar- 
riage, and in private.

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RABBI BERGER, COUNCIL EXECUTIVE, 
ANSWERS RABBI SCHWARTZMAN 


To the Editor: 

I was so amused at the rather 
intemperate letter of Rabbi 
Schwartzman, published in your 
Sept. 8 issue, that just for a few 
moments of relaxation I am al- 
lowing myself the indulgence of 
departing from my policy of not 
replying to letters that accuse 
motives and do not meet issues. 

My colleague, whom I do not 
have the pleasure of knowing, 
reflects the general lack of in- 
formation so prevalent in contro- 
versies in which heat is mistaken 
for light. He speaks of “the rules 
of the game” but flies into a rage 
because the observance of the 
rules was precisely the policy 
which the Council pursued in the 
matter of the radio programs 
about which he writes. 

It is obvious that Rabbi 
Schwartzman never saw the let- 
ter to the radio industry, about 
which he waxes so vehement in 
complaint. It was no part of a 
“broadside against the (Zionist) 
program.” The letter simply 
stated the fact, which Rabbi 
Schwartzman admits, that the 
question of Zionism is_ contro- 
versial. This being so, there is a 
“rule of the game,” a code estab- 
lished by the National Associa- 
tion of Broacasters and in con- 
junction with the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, which 
says that when controversial 
questions are aired, it is in the 
interest of that public service 
which radio stations are designed 
to provide, that equal treatment 
be accorded ‘ll viewpoints in the 
controversy. 

It is, by the way, interesting 
to remember, that when this 
principle was established, it was 
hailed by Jews as an advance of 
freedom. It became a _ working 
principle of the radio industry at 
about the height of the Coughlin 
era. I was in Michigan at the 
time and in rather close, even if 
unofficial contact with the prog- 
ress made by the radio people in 
drafting this principle. 

As a matter of fact, the Coun- 
cil believed it was rendering a 
service to the industry and to 
America, as well as to its own 
members by simply informing 
radio stations of the controvers- 
jal character of Zionism. 

I believe our position in this 
matter is unarguably sound. 
Zionists have attempted to com- 
mit the United States to their 
politieal objectives through such 
devices as the hearings in Wash- 
ington last winter and the inser- 
tion of the “Commonwealth” de- 
mands into the party platforms. 
The question, therefore, is simple 
—and direct. Do the American 
people have the right to know 
all there is to know about this 
program, or do they not? And as 
American citizens, is it an obli- 
gation to make all of the facets 
of the Zionist program clear, or 
is it not? Insofar as the radio 
industry is concerned many of 
the station managers appreciated 
the service. 

We come here, after all, to the 
question of whether as a special 
group, Jews have political inter- 
ests separate from American in- 
terests or not. If we do have, 
then I owe some regard to the 
expediencies of “Jewish politics.” 
If we do not have, then I am 
morally bound to serve the na- 
tion of which I am a part and to 
see to it that its citizens know 
as much as possible about any 
policy to which they are asked 
te. give assent. I reject the first 
and accept the second. 


But Rabbi Schwartzman has 
the cart before the horse. One of 
his “minimum standards of fair 
play” is “to confine specifically 
Jewish issues to the Jewish 
scene.” “This is sheer common 
sense and a batter of protecting 
Jewish self-dignity.” I agree. 

But does Rabbi Schwartzman 
think the Council took this ques- 
tion of Jewish nationalism to the 
Christian world? Does he know 
that Herzl began the tradition 
that has as its latest episode, 
the Washington hearings in 1944 
and the pressures on the major 
political parties? And what of 
the Zionist broadcasts them- 
selves? Were only Jews to tune 
in at those moments when Zion- 
ists were using the air? 

There are more statements in 
Rabbi Schwartzman’s letter, 
more heated than lighted, but I 
am really not interested in 
carrying on a detailed debate 
with him through the generosity 
of the columns of The Post. 

Let me say, categorically, in 
reply to his categorical charges, 
the following: 

He does not know the story of 
my correspondenee with Judge 
Maxey. In a subsequent letter to 
me, the judge agreed that it was 
the correspondence, without the 
knowledge of either the Judge 
or myself. And, in referenee to 
Rabbi Schwartzman’s charge that 
it is against the rules of the 
game to assume that convictions 
are sometimes the result of con- 
fusion, I am amazed. I mention 
this here, because I assume he 
refers to my letter offering to 
discuss the question ,admittedly 
controversial, with Judge Maxey. 
believe that sometimes convic- 
tions are the result of confusion 
of mind, then I wonder why he 
is engaged in teaching; then we 
simply ought to accept any con- 
viction from anyone, no matter 
on what basis it was established, 
as the last word. I wonder if 
Rabbi Schwartzman, when con- 
fronted by.a conviction opposed 
to everything he believes simply 


says, “I will not dispute that con- 
viction nor listen to its defense.” 


only those who already share his 
convictions? 

And, in the specific case of 
Zionism, there admittedly, is so 
much confusion, that anyone has 
a right to assume that opinions— 
and not necessarily convictions — 
are snarled up in some of the 
prevalent confusion. 

I would be glad to have 
Rabbi Schwartzman point out 
any “violent — that the 
Council has taken against any 
facet of Palestine. Rabbi 
Schwartzman’s cavalier descrip- 
tion of Palestine as “Jewish Pal- 
estine” involves the question of 
Jewish nationalism, not of Pales- 
tine. Could it be that his “convic- 
tion” arises out of some confu- 
sion? 

Well, I am pretty well relaxed. 
I do wish you and The Post the 
very best for the New Year.

SAYS GOD-LESS ZIONIST RABBI AND 


To The Editor: 

I am compelled to draw your 
attention to a very painful and 
disgusting matter: some leaders 
of Jewish, mainly Zionist, or- 
ganizations have deseended in 
their hatred of our ideologies and 
activities to a depth of trying to 
influence government officials in 
this country to take steps of 
persecution against us, but maim 
ly against our chairman, Mr. 
Peter H. Bergson. The repercus- 
sions of this disgraceful act on 
behalf of Zionist bureaucrats are 
being felt in every endeavor we 
make on behalf of our martyred 
people. 

I am not talking about the 
general and wider shameless acts 
of sabotage on a quasi-idealogical 
or political or tactical fields, as 
for instance the endeavors by 
Rabbi Wise and his associates to 
kill the rescue resolution in Con- 
gress; or his communications 
with such high-standing officials 
in the government like Sec. Har- 
old Ickes, asking them to with- 
draw their support for the cause 
of Jewish rescue and casting 
dowbt om our personal honesty 
and management of finances. 

Of these obnoxious acts of Rab- 
bi Wise and other Zionists, we 
have ample proof. (Mr. Bergson 
has called Rabbi Wise before the 
Rabbinical tribunal of the Union 
of Orthodox Rabbis to answer 
these charges but, in spite of hav- 
ing been summoned twice, he 
never appeared.) 

Yet, I am not referring to this 
kind of sabotage but to the more 
direet and nastier kind which con- 
stituted one of the most sinister 
phenomenon in Jewish dispersion 
—the easts of personal, hidden 
“mesirah” against individuals. 
For such steps of “mesirah” there 
is never complete substantiating 
evidence. Their very character 
consists in being secret, back- 
door and oral. Yet, I am ready to 
swear, under any oath, that this 
“mesirah” campaign is a perma- 
nent and integral part of the ac- 
tivities of Zionist leaders in this 
country. 

In order to illustrate my state- 
ment, pregnant with such weird 
implications, it is enough to in- 
form you that against Mr. Berg- 
son all kinds of administrative 
steps have been taken, such as 
deporting him from this country. 
And it is only due to the sense of 
justiee of the governmental de- 
partment that dealt with the case 
that the deportion orders were 
withdrawn. (Several accounts of 
the deportation proceedings ap- 
peared in the Metropolitan press 
as well as in the Washington pa- 
pers, and upon request we shall 
be glad to send you clippings.) 

Although the proceedings of 
deportation against Mr. Bergson 
were on the basis that he is a 
foreigner with no status of perma- 
nemt residence in the United 
States, the Selective Service is 
unprecedentlly zealous to induct 
him on the basis that he is not a 
foreigner visiting this country 
on a mission for a foreign people, 
but is a permanent resident and 
to boot, in spite of the fact that 
he is 34 years old (as you cer- 
tainly know practically no men 
over 28 have been inducted for the 
past six months) and that he is 
suffering from ulcers, a fact to 
which five of the greatest special- 
ist physicians in this field offi- 
cially testified to. 

All this work is being done by 
God-less Zionist Rabbis and bu- 
reaucrats with the hope that if 
Bergson will be eliminated, the 
whole campaign of rescue of the 
remnants of our people and to 
restore dignity and political status 
to the Hebrew nation will reach a 
dead-end and subside. 


I am writing to you about this 
situation not only to tell you that 


the Zionists will achieve none of 
these intentions, that though Mr 
Bergson is the leading ang pi 
votal figure of our activities, hig 
temporary elimination from our 
ranks. will not stop our fight but 
will add to it impetus ang en. 
thusiasm if there is space for such 
added impetus and enthusiasm, 

We are accustomed to have 
key men of our movement pulled 
out by foree from our ranks, In 
all the lands of Europe where we 
struggled, as well as in Palestine, 
it was never the cause for bailings 
or even weakening. But I am wri¢. 
ing you all this in order to draw 
your attention to a shameful and 
dangerous matter of partisan 
fight which, though it was prae 
ticed by Zionist bureaucrats over 
there, amd which was not one of 
the least causes which brought 
about the disaster which has be 
fallen our people, we have hoped 
that in this country this tradition 
of “mesirah” was done with. 

Since it has been inaugurated 
also in this country the detrimen. 
tal effects upon the general en. 
deavor of every organization, 
group and trend on behalf of our 
people, will be so great that one 
cannot forsee their inner decay 
and outer demoralization. One 
knows where such obnoxious ae- 
tivities begin but one can never 
teH where they will end and 
whom they will affect. It is 
enough to tell you that atready 
the daily parading before gov- 
ernment officials of Jewish “mos- 
rim” is the most pathetic sight 
which irritates to the utmost even 
the best friends of the Jews m 
government circles. 

Before these activities on be 
half of the Zionist demogogues 
began, there was definitely a 
greater respect towards everyone 
who was a representative of a 
certain point of view and at 
tivities on behalf of the Jews. 
There was, if not an official diplo- 
matic status, at least a certain 
practical respeet for such indiv- 
iduals and groups dealing with 
Jewish interests. 

I am telling you that because 
of Zionist activities this attitude 
has deteriorated, and I want to 
stress most emphatically that I 
cast no doubt upon the honesty 
and integrity of amy govert 
mental ageney or upon the Selee- 
tive Service, for I am sure that 
any one of us were in their place 
and all sorts of Jewish leaders 
would come steadily and pe 
sistently to indicate that certain 
man is dangerous, dishonest, anth 
American and anti-United Ne 
tions, he would also have prob 
ably taken their word for it. If 
we still have great friends im the 
American government, both i 
the executive and legislative 
branches, it is because of the high 
degree of integrity, ability, w® 
derstanding and statesmanship of 
these officials. 

In winding up, I would like # 
remind you that for the four 
years that we have been active 
in this country, never once have 
we succumbed to the temptation 
of polemics and, never in ail owf 
propaganda, publicity and eduer 
tional campaigns have we evef 
taken the opportunity to answef 
with one word all of those # 
tacks. This fact should not be 
understood as an indication that 
we never will take up the chak 
lenge however. I beg to assufe 
you that if nothing will be under 
taken by influencial men as your 
self in order to prevent, at this 
late hour, this obnoxious Zionte#t 
trend of aetivities from being 
continued and an end will not be 
put to this “Chilul Hashem,” ¥° 
will have no choiee but to expos? 
to the public at large the 
character of the reactionatys

THE "JEWISH VOTE," WHAT 
THE LEADERS THINK 
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MET my friend Abernathy who was mind- 

ful of Yom Kippur being close at hand and 
said to me “We all need a Yom Kippur.” 

Mr. Abernathy has admired the custom of 
Jews getting together in communal way on 
this holy day and taking account of their 
faults. He has thought of suggesting a Yom 
Kippur to the Methodists among whom he be- 
longs. 

Not that the Methodists need a Yom Kippur 
more than other Christians, but he thought 
the Methodists might as well start it among 
the Christian denominations. Methodists, he 
winked, have their faults, too, in the same pro- 
portion as other folks. 

He was going to speak to his minister about 
it. Maybe if his church took steps to join with 
the Jews in a Yom Kippur observance the idea 
might get around among all the Christian 
churches and be accepted. 

Mr. Abernathy asked: Why should the Jews 
be the only ones to set a day aside for the 
contemplation of their faults and for resolu- 
tions to strengthen themselves in the elements 
of character in which they are weak?, Can 
other people feel so sure of themselves that 
they don’t need the discipline of a Yom Kip- 
pur? 

He thought it was exquisite irony: The Jews 
who have been the most sinned against are the 
only ones who make a day of looking at their 
own sins and deciding to do something about 
them. 

He thought this was particularly a time for a 
universal Yom Kippur, not so much to confess 
private sin but for a world-wide penitence for 
the sins of human society. Yes, in the hour of 
victory mankind should prostrate himself -in 
a Yom Kippur of all the peoples and consider 
his sins which brought him down to such sor- 
rows and may bring him down again. 

Mr. Abernathy said victory is not enough 
without contrition. He took me into a drug- 
store and we sat down and had a coke. Mr. 
Abernathy who is familiar with the form of 
confession in our Yom Kippur services had in 
mind a confession of sin for a universal Yom 
Kippur service. 

His quick mind sketched an outline: 

We have sinned against the brotherhood and 
im sinning against the brotherhood we have 
sinned against the Father. 

We have sinned in that, after the last war, 
we betrayed the dead when we would not join 
together for a world made good by peace and 
justice. 

We have sinned in that each nation pursued 
only what seemed to be its own good, only to 
learn from bitter pain that there is no good 
for any nation that is not the good of all. 

We have sinned in that we listened to false- 
hood from foul mouths and by this falsehood 
have allowed ourselves to be turned against 
neighbors of other faiths and races. 

We have sinned in that we have dishonored 
ourselves by whispering these falsthoods and 


spreading them to poison other men’s hearts. 

W ehave sinned in that in a world so rich 
there are the millions who hunger. 

We have sinned in that we have judged men 
by the condition of their birth, by the color of 
their skin, by the false judgment of our 
projudices. 

We have sinned in that we have given false 
judgment against whole groups of men be- 
cause of the faults of a few of them. 

We have sinned in that by these sins we 
have not alone hurt fellowmen but have de- 
graded ourselves and have hideously distorted 
the divine image in which we were created. 

Mr. Abernathy thought that about covered 
the main points of the sinning that mankind 
could confess on a universal Yom Kippur. 

Yes, he said, it might be all to the good of 
the soul of mankind to lay itself out and be 
looked at and be ashamed. Especially in the 
hour of victory mankind gets proud and feels 
sure of his virtues; it would do him good to 
look at himself and discover the hideous sores 
of his soul. 

Mr. Abernathy’ eyes glowed with the idea. 
He could see people of all kinds going with 
the Jews to the synagogues on Yom Kippur to 
join in a universal confession and penitence. 
He himself was going along with the Jews 
that day. He was fully conscious of a variety 
of small sins that had become encrusted on 
his soul, like barnacles on a ship. But his 
private sins didn’t matter so much he thought; 
he could handle them on other days than Yom 
Kippur. 

What troubled him much more was that he 
was part of this society whose sins had brought 
it to a devastation so vast; there was another 
devastation even worse coming, unless man- 
kind cénvicted himself of his social sins and 
took steps to redeem himself. Mr. Abernathy 
couldn’t feel guiltless of these sins, since he 
was part of the social body that had committed 
them. He was a smug citizen in the years 
before the war. 

He thought, perhaps, the Jews might start 
the universal Yom Kippur by inviting their 
neighbors to join with them in their syna- 
gogues on that day. After all, he said, the 
Jews are the privileged keepers of Yom Kip- 
pur and they might well let their neighbors in 
on it. Would I, in this column, put out an in- 
vitation to all people to go with the Jews to 
the synagogues on Yom Kippur to look at 
their sins in the light of God? 

Sure, I agreed. For I, too, have thought that 
Yom Kippur shouldn’t be the special privilege 
of the Jews. They have their private sins, 
like other kinds of people, and I guess on Yom 
Kippur God regards them with fatherly pa- 
tience. But, oh, what an awful load of social 
sin mankind is carrying in common. Its im- 
mensity darkens the earth. 

Certainly, Jews cannot refuse to share Yom 
Kippur with mankind so weighted down with 
the heavy burden of his sinning.

What Republican Leaders Are Doing 


N view of the very obvious technique of the 

Republican Party in using Sidney Hillman 
as the symbol of the Jewish position in the 
Democratic party, exactly how much is the 
statement of Republican National Chairman 
Herbert Brownell, Jr., worth in pledging his 
party to keep the election campaign free of 
racial and religious controversy.

Progress ofthe NCRAC 


T is rather difficult, even after the closest 
I study, to pass judgment on the progress 
of the National Community Relations Advisory 
Council which last week met in its first plenary 
session since its first organization meeting in 
March of this year. Between that date and 
now, monthly meetings of the executive com- 
mitee have been held. 

In its relations to the national civic defense 
organizations, it seems fairly obvious, that de- 
spite assurance to the contrary, the NCRAC 
has done nothing but shadow box up to this 
point. Of course there is the argument that 
the new organization is still feeting its way, 
but The Post is forced to the conclusion that 
this shadow boxing is being substituted for 
the® real thing, and that very little material 
progress can be expected in this category. 

It is in the field that it has arrogated to 
itself, that of mapping out areas into which the 
national organizations are to proceed, that the 
NCRAC seems to have made the most advance. 
And happily, because no doubt there are so 
many communities represented and this repre- 
sentation is by way of paid officials, in this 
area the organization has shown itself so far 
to be liberally inclined. This in comparison 
with the conservative viewpoint held by both 
the B’nai B’rith’s Anti-Defamation League, and 
the American Jewish Committee. 

For instance the plenary session of the 
NCRAC went on record in favor of the Fair 
Employment Practices Commission. It also 
refused to be pressured into endorsing legisla- 
tion against Anti-Semitism as such, being 
satisfied rather to lend its support to the 
scheme generally put forward by liberal groups 
that “publication of defamatory literature 
without disclosure of the name and address of 
the person or organization responsible” shall 
be considered a crime. The NCRAC also took 
into account that some of the policies of the 
civic defense agencies may have been proven 
by newer conditions to be outmoded, and al-

How I became a Zionist told by Ira Hersch- 
mann, New York department store executive— 
When I left the United States I was not a 
Zionist.

cessors more and more day by day. A new year. 


is ushered in with fond hopes and expecta- 
tions, ideals and visions of something different, 
something great. Yet as the days grow into 
weeks and these in turn mature into months, 
we begin to note that the year is not really 
new. It is not different from the others. The 
same shortcomings and the same disappoint- 
ments. With utter ‘dismay we are glad to bid 
the year farewell and toss it willingly into the 
lap of the centuries. 

Can anything be done to remedy this monot- 
onous repetition? Can we in any way over- 
come the incorrigibility of human nature?. Is 
it possible to usher in a new year that will 
really witness something new and different? 
The fact that we continue to observe Rosh 
Hashanah annually is a definite indication 
that we cherish the possibility of welcoming 
a year that will really bring something which 
has eluded us all along. Morever, the fact that 


though the wording here is rather confusing, 
the NCRAC asked that that public relations 
programs of these bodies be reviewed at each 
plenary session. 

In his acceptance speech, David Sher, of New 
York, who was elected chairman of the body, 
pointed out that the NCRAC did not need 
sanctions to bring the national organizations 
into line. He said that the fact that so many 
communities are represented in the NCRAC 
meant that no national Jewish organization 
could afford to defy it. The Post in not so 
sanguine on this point. So far there has been 
no occasion to call down this wrath on any na- 
tional body. And to The Post there doesn’t 
seem to be any likehood that this occasion will 
arise. The NCRAC seems to be playing along 
with the national groups. Its policy seems to 
be not to rub the national organizations the 
wrong way. In any event there seems to be 
no evidence whatsoever that the national 
Jewish organizations have in any way circum- 
sribed their activities because we now have 
the NCRAC. 

So the theory of the fishbowl where the na- 
tional Jewish organizations would be like 
goldfish swimming around before the eyes of 
the U. S. Jewish community does not seem 
to be working out. Unless the leadership of 
the NCRAC becomes more forceful, it, seems 
very likely that the usefulness of the organ- 
ization will be confied more or less to these 
areas where policy-making in involved, and 
that none of the present machinery and work 
of the national agencies will be either chal- 
lenged or altered. It remains to be seen that 
will happen when a clash between a major 
national organization and the NCRAC does 
develop. 

Also it would be interesting to know what 
it was that caused the resignation of Edgar 
Kaufman, of Pittsburgh, whom Mr. Sher sue- 


ceeds.

Well then, we must establish His Kingdom 
upon this earth. If we want Israel’s sufferings 
to cease, we must do those things which will 
alleviate the pain of the afflicted. If we ask for 
a happy new year, we must promote and foster 
those deeds which will bring happiness to all 
the people of the earth. Years come and go 
without our volition and without our consent. 
A good, new year, however, can only come 
if we will it!

LT. COMMANDER JEROME E. GOODMAN, brother of Mrs. 
Charles Efroymson and Mrs. Rae Levy, has been given high 
praise by Albert Q. Maisel, foreign naval war correspondent and 
atuhor, who was invited by the Navy to cover the medical serv- 


ice in the South Pacific War Zone. In chapter VI of his latest 
book, Mr. Maisel writes: “I spent a week watching Lt. Com- 
mander Goodman’s almost hopeless task of running a health 
farm on one of the Solomon Islands group, a jungle island. He 
was chief medical officer of the island and Navy surgeon. ... He 
knew his own battalion with an intimacy which I have seen in 
few men. ... There were three air raids per day. The doctor 
got almost no sleep, taking care of wounded and men infested 
with tropical diseases. . . . His work is one of the most im- 
portant in medicine and surgery found in the front lines.” Lt. 
Colonel Goodman has been overseas since Oct. 1942 and has had 
no leave in all that time. He is well known here in Indianapolis. 


LT. PHILLIP HYMAN, son of Mrs. Edith Goldman Hyman 
of Indianapolis, met his first cousin in Naples, Italy, Chester 
Blumberg, son 6f Anne Goldman Blumberg of Chicago, a former 
Indianapolis resident.

ROME — Jewish officers and 
soldiers wearing uniforms of 
many nations celebrated Rosh 
Hashonah in one of Rome’s larg- 
est theatres, The Elisio, while 
more than 2,000 Italian Jews filled 
the Great Synagogue here, with 
thousands more crowding the 
street outside the synagogue 
building. 

This was the first time since 
Italy’s entrance into the war that 
Jews in Rome were not afraid to 
pray openly in their synagogue 
on the High Holy Days. Last 
year secret Rosh Hashonah serv- 
ices were held in Rome in Catho- 
Iie abbeys, monasteries and 
churches. This year Jewish fam- 
ilies in the Italian capital wor- 
Shipped as they pleased. 

In Leghorn, Jews were not able 
to meet the New Year in their 
own Synagogue, since the syna- 
gogue building was totally de- 
stroyed. In Florence, Jews were 
similarly prevented from  wor- 
shipping in synagogues because 
of time bombs planted by the 
Germans which are still explod- 
ing.
